- : The cstimate of the mid-yoer Home Population of the Borough, 
‘by the Registrar General was 4,540, which shows an inorease by 
_ 120 over that of the previous year. 


The number of live=births was 61, 4.6. 7 more than in 1955, 
and the equivalcnt orude birth-rate was accordingly 13.44; after 
adjustment by the Registrar Genoral's comparability factor, which 
allows vor wunb-lanced age «nd sox groups, to provide comparison 
with other D:stricts, the rte becomes 14.78; that for England 
and ‘ales was 15.7. The high post-war birth-rates have steadily 
dselineé to “n ecuilibrium saround 15 where they are likely to 
remain stetionary. 
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: There wes only one still-birth and the rate was therefore 

s ‘low, isc. 16.11, compnred with that of 23.0 for England end 
Wales. A low rate may be regarded ss an index of adequate 

| ante=natn1 supervision and skillec obstetric care. 
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'. There vers, howcv r, two infant deaths «nd the infantile 
nortelity rete wos accordingly 32.623; that for England and Wales 
was 23.8, Both de-ths were cue to Promaturity, which is usually 
th. chiof cnuso of infant deaths. 


Relative to the 61 births, thers was no death amongst 

lotners duo to vresmancy child=-birth and abortion. Maternal 
deaths throu-hout the Country were relatively hich at the 
ber-innin= of this Contury 2nd until 1936 remained almost stationary 
at tho level of 4 denths per 1,000 births. From 1936 onwards the 
number of doaths tradually declined owinz to a combination of 
various frctors; for oxmmple the introduction of the 
Stiphonamides for tho trcatacnt of Puerperal Sepsis and later 
“that of Penicillin in 1941 and other subsequent Antibiotics; 

“the Midwives Act, 1936, established a whole-timc salaried service 
of domociliary Midwives and there tras accordingly an increase 

in the number of women a*t:nded by Midwives; there was also an 
-aineresse in the number of omen ‘ho wore aduitted to the more 
6pecielised iaternity Hospitals, which included the more common 
use of blood and vlasma transfusions. 

The totel number of deaths from all causes wae 91 (41 male, 
50 fomale), and ‘he crude death-rate was accordinjly 20,04; this 
high crude rats is due to she fact that there is within the 
Borouzsh 2 tlospital for the Chronic Sick where the mortality is 
naturally hi‘h. The Retistrar Goneral's Comparability Factor, 
howover, tici:es ellowance for this -nd the equivalent adjusted 
rete for comparison with other Districts was 8.42; that for 
“England and Vales was 11.7. 


The majority o° the deaths were amonrst the aged, due to 
ligeart 2nd Vasculsr Diseascs, which naturally terminate life. 


Dicsanee or the Coronary Artcry of tho Heart is, however 
an excoption, as mweny middle-aged persons become victims, and it 
4s one of three enuscs of death which is increasing, the other 
two beiny Cencur of the Lung and Leukaemia, notwithstanding 
modorn medicn provrresse There were six deaths from this 
cause, 2 male and l: fewnle; it in more common for these deaths 
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ne iin “sates 
predominate in malos, but it should be kept in mind that these 
"isures are too oall for statistical significance. The ages at 
deat were 52,71,75,/6, 77 and 75 years. The hypotheses that the 
disease is associated with prolonged stress and also with excessive 


smoking, have many advocates. 


Cancer, as anticipated, was whe second highest cause of 
deaths, the total number having been 12. Although modern surgery 
and radio-thorapy arc achieving oxcollent results in the treatmont 
of this disease, they enn only prolong life at the most when the 
disease is sdvanced. At present tho most important line of 
‘defence is early dis‘mosis. Cancer of the Lung causod three male 
Gesaths; the ases it aeath were “5,60 and 64 years. None of these 
G@eaths occurred in “ast View Chronic Sick Hospital. The alleged 
Telationship with tobacco smokinz has become e cause of anxiety 
to-day. It is, howevor, difficult to reconcile the allegation 
that smoking is a primary cause, in view of tho fact that the 
jority of smokors dic in old age from natural causes. It would 
Been to be reasonable, howovor, to alloge that it is a contributory 
cause, particularly in those who smoke excessively; polluted and 
vitiated atmospheres probably also contribute tc the causation of 
the disease. 


The other causes of deat! wersc miscollancous and there was 
no unusuel incidence. 


. There were no deaths due t» tne Infectious Diseases. 


‘ wodern medical science hes achieved aluost miraculous siccess 
an the battlo sarainst bacteria, both in prevention and treatmont. 
\teed examplo, Gee jimmunisation azainst Diphtheria has virtually 
eradicntod this killing disense. The introduction of the 
Ulphonanides in 1936 and of penicillin for use in 1941 and other 
deter antibiotics has placed specific weapons in the hands of the 
rofession for tho treatment of many diseases, such as Typhoid and 
faratyphoid Fevors, the Dysenterios, Food Poisoning, the Bacterial 
nie 2s, Meningitis, Scarlct Fever, Erysipelas, Puorperal 
, Stavhylococcal infections and the bacterial complications 
virus discases. 


4 virus disoas«s of to-day constitute the greater problom, 
mut there is good rexson for hope that the virus of Poliomyelitis, 
woicn is the mest fortiidsble, will bo rendered innocuous by the 

Mew vaccines. here are other viruses, how .ver, which attack the 
eentral norvous system causing Meningitis and Encephalitis 

nd those which attnck the respiratory system causing Pneumonia.

__.the outbreak occurred in February during e very severe cold 
pell which rrozo the outdoor water-closets of the school; it 

fan in the Infant Class where strict hygiene is more difficult 
© onforce and sprexed rapidly throughout the school. The children 
uffered from diarrhoea with or without blood and mucus for, on 
Mm @verase 3 - /; days, but none was seriously ill. The Sonne 
bacillus was isolated from a number of stools. The outbreak 
mphasizes tie necessity for strict hygiene concerning school 
bOilet facilities, particulurl; in periods when weter-closets 
are not adequatcly protected from froezing. 


| Two sporadie easos of Scarlet Fever were notified. In its 
resent phase “he iliness is usually mild; occasionally its 

niet complication viz. Otitic liedia occurs; more occasionally 
cute Nephritis, for which epidowic type iv and xii are usually 
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responsible. The majority of cases are now nursed at home 

and the sulphonamides «nd antibiotics to which the organism is 
sonsitive hive largely replaced xantitoxin therapy. It is a 
worthwhile measuro to take two or three successive nasal 

and throat ‘release’ swabs following the illness to cnsure that 
no school-child is a profuse convalescent carrier, as many small 
os Seep in schools :ro kept going, if this precaution is 

nev ected. 


Only one case of Measles was notified. Outbreaks usually 
occur ev3ry sccond year when there is a sufficient number of 
suscoptible children. Fortunately it is not a serious disease, 
for it is hishly infectious and no vaccino is available for its 
prevention. Occasionally, its chief complication, broncho- 
pneumonia, supervenes and may develop rapidly within 12 to 
24 hours, but antibiotic treatment is usually successful if 
the disease is not too far advanced. Gamma globulin is still 
available at the Public Health Laboratory, Preston Hall, for 
use for passive imiunisation, for example, when a child who is 
sufferinzs from any serious illness, has been exposed to meee 
within five days. 


No other infectious diseases were notified, 


One new case of Respiratory Tuberculosis was notified and 
there were no deaths, “he Chest vhysician of the area is 
responsible for a:certaimiaent, the investization of contaets and 
the arrangsments for treatment. The treatment of the disease has 
made hotable progress within recent years and the mortality is 
declinins rapidly. Improved facilities for X-ray examinations 
in fospital and by the Mass Radiography Service are also having 
their effect on the morbidity. Also B.C.G. vaccination will 
be offered in 1957 to school-children aged 13 years, through the 
agency of the School NMecical Service. the future, in respect of 
this disease, is now as bricht as the past was dark. 


No non-respiratory or bovine cases of tuberculosis were 
notified, which may be regarded as an index of the bacterial 
ee! of the milk supplios, which are all designated in the 

rough. ,
